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Citizens Voice Pros and Cons of ‘Cabieporn’ 





The Sierra Madre City 
Council, Tuesday night, held 
court for the television 
camera, nationally-recog¬ 
nized legal experts and a 
room full of Sierra Madrens. 

At issue were two items 
that aroused the citizenry to 
venture forth: the request of 
Bethany Church to construct 
a multi-purpose building and 
add additional parking to 
serve its growing congrega¬ 
tion and the request of a local 
citizenry group that calls it¬ 
self Citizens Against Cable- 
porn for an ordinance re¬ 
stricting cable TV from show¬ 
ing movies it identifies as 
“Pornographic.”

as the forum for Phoenix 
Attorney Jim Qancey, Coun¬ 
sel for Decency through Law 
to urge council members to 
enact laws prohibiting the 
showing of pornography in 
Sierra Madre. 

Apparently anticipating the 
comments from some of the 
citizens in attendance, Clan- 
cey said he was talking 
“about conduct and not free 
speech.” 

Said Clancey, “There is 
something wrong with logic 
that says that conduct con¬ 
stituting a crime is a viola¬ 
tion of free speech when 
shown on cable TV.” 

As Clancey was introduced 
to the crowd. City Attorney 
Charles Martin identified 
him as “one of the leading 
experts on the control of 


pornography.” 

According to Clancey, 
Showtime is showing films 
that the courts have said are 
obscene films. (Showtime is 
one of the channels avail¬ 
able in Sierra Madre.) 

Another attorney for Citi¬ 
zens for Decency through Law 
appearing at the hearing was 
Ernie Schulzke, a Sacramen¬ 
to attorney who taught Con¬ 
stitutional Law at the Uni¬ 
versity of Nevada in Reno. 

Numerous petitions, re¬ 
portedly voicing objection to 
cable pornography, were pre¬ 
sented to the council by David 
Rickard, spokesperson for 
Citizens Against Cabieporn, 
and by Bill Price represent¬ 
ing the Sierra Madre Congre¬ 
gational Church. 

Faye Angus publicly asked 


GWC to forward video tapes 
it was making of the evening’s 
proceedings to its corporate 
headquarters. 

In objecting to what she 
referred to as pornography, 
Angus said, “There is an ac¬ 
countability and responsibility 
that goes along with all of 
our freedoms.” 

Bethany Church minister 
Stanley Reed also joined in 
the condemnation of nor- 
mography on cable TV ex¬ 
pressing the concerns of both 
himself and of two of his 
parishioners. 

But not all of those at¬ 
tending the council meeting 
supported any restrictions of 
the content of the cable TV 
programs. 

Those voicing their sup¬ 
port of its programs did so 


on the right of the individual 
to watch his or her program 
without restriction. 

Perhaps the feeling of those 
opposing any restriction on 
their right to watch those 
programs they chose was ex¬ 
pressed by Peter Tarup who 
— while facing the prospect 
of a restrictive ordinance said, 
“1 want to be able to say 
1 don’t watch it. I don’t want 
you to tell me I can’t watch 
it.” 

Similar comments were ex¬ 
pressed by Thomas McQure 
who said, “I have a respon¬ 
sibility to supervise what my 
12-year-old son watches. I 
want to keep that (respon¬ 
sibility) in my family and not 
have it dictated to me.” 
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Ordinances Offer Fire Protection 


The Sierra Madre City 
Council Tuesday completed 
the first reading of ordinances 
dealing with fire retardant 
roof standards brought to 
the attention of the governing 
body by Fire Chief Marc 
Mueller at the last council 
meeting. 


The ordinances were time¬ 
ly particulalrly since Sierra 
Madre Volunteer Fire De¬ 
partment was called out Tues¬ 
day morning for a brush 
fire located in the Santa Anita 
spreading basins that caused 
damage only to the brush. 

Recommendations deal with 


code amendments to require 
minimum standards for fire 
retardant roof coverings and 
the elimination of posting of 
parking regulations on Santa 
Anita Canyon Road. 

Mueller recommends the 
amendment should restrict 
“new roofing or re-roofing

Class A and class B roof 
coverings are defined in the 
Uniform Building Code Stan¬ 
dards, 1979 edition section 
32.701, as being effective 
against severe (class A) and 
moderate (class B) fire ex¬ 
posures. 


Mueller’s memo reads, 
“Under such exposures, roof 
coverings of this class are 
not readily flammable, afford 
a fairly high or moderate 
degree of fire protection to 
the roof deck, do not slip 
from position and pose no 
flying brand hazard.”

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Travel tips

everyone. Some that cost very little and take you 
away for a day. Others that take a weekend and 
others that can take as long as you wish. 

Here are a few travel tips that might save you 
time and money. One applies to overseas travel and 
the other to more localized travel. We hope they 
will be of help to you. Ed.) 

It’s that tine again, and with the dollar In¬ 
creasing In value, more vacationers and 
businessmen will be traveling abroad. To help 
prepare for your trip., here are seven tips from 
experts in foreign currency exchange and other 
travel services: 

• When changing dollars or traveler’s checks 
abroad, do not exchange them at hotels, restau¬ 
rants and shops. They usually give lower ex¬ 
change rates. Banks are better. 

• It’s even better to plan ahead — convert your 
currency prior to your trip. One way is to pur¬ 
chase foreign currency by mail. You can do 
this by contacting Deak-Perera, currency special¬ 
ists, 29 Broadway, New York, NY 10006, Dept. 
RW-20. 

• Be prepared — for at least the first two days 
of your trip, with enough local currency to cover 
basic expenses. For security, keep additional 
funds in foreign or U.S. dollar denominated 
traveler’s checks. 

• Shop around for traveler's checks. Some out¬ 
lets offer a wider variety of foreign currency and 
checks than others. And with some traveler’s 
checks there’s no fee. 

• Keep the serial numbers of your traveler’s 
checks In a separate location from the checks. 

• Airport facilities can exchange currency but 
the lines are longer or the office may be closed. 

• In an emergency. Western Union can telex 
funds to foreign banks for your personal and 
business needs.

“Do your homework before your trip,” says

House of Stone Has 
'Intriguing’ History 
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French Youth Discovers Video Games 




Bernice Jennings

In the early 1890’s, well-diggers were more 
of a necessity in Sierra Madre than an automobile. 
Yet one man’s need for both resulted in what 
eventually became the home of Bernice Jennings. 

The history of the home at 342 Camillo 
Street was passed on by Captain O’Banyan, 
a resident of Sierra Madre since early this century. 

Before his death about 10 years ago, he told 
the story of two Italian stonemasons employed 
as well-diggers. While working high in the 
hills of Sierra Madre digging for water, they lived 
down in the town and for their employer began 
building a garage for the man’s Stanley Steamer 
cars. It seems that though the owner of the well was to 
have a home high in the hills, the roads 
of the day were not able to accomodate that new 
form of transportation. 

The two men built the three-car garage from 
stones they split from two huge granite boulders on 
the Camillo Street property. The stones 
varied in size, but in general were made rec-

tangular in shape, some measuring close to a foot 
and-a-half across. The garage was of simple 
design — four stone walls divided into three stalls of 
equal size. 

The original wooden beams which made up 
the entrances to these stalls are still visible 
today. According to Captain O’Banyan, this is the 
largest enclosed space constructed of split stone in 
Sierra Madre. 

It wasn’t until September of 1945 that 
Bernice Jennings and her husband became aware of 
this property. 

Answering an ad reading “Rocks on lot,” 
they found just that, as well as the split stone 
three-car garage with its windows, doors and roof in a 
state of collapse. But World War II was not 
yet over; property and building materials were not 
easy to come by. So they bought the land and 
structure. This was to be their home. 

Working around the original walls and cement 
floor, they put up new partitions, closets and 
cupboards. The stone walls that made up the 
living room and bedrooms were covered with plaster, 
creating thick white walls with handsome textured 
surfaces. Eventually entire rooms would be added. 

Today, opening a closet or turning a corner, the 
sight of the heavy split stone surprises the visitor and 
serves as a reminder that the new and old have 
been integrated in the most unsuspecting ways. 

In 1945 the southern-most garage stall still 
hd a pit below ground level that had been used 
for working on the undersides of the old 
automobiles. The pit was filled in and became a 
bedroom. A double bed is all that’s left to crawl under 
now. 

As plumbing materials were especially hard to 
come by, a bathtub and pipes were retrieved 
from a lot in El Monte in order to provide for a 
bathroom. Nearly two years after Jennings and her 
husband had begun remodeling, in the summer 
of 1947, they moved into their home. 

Over the years the house gradually increased in 
size — another larger bedroom was built, 
then a kitchen. The top of yet another huge 
boulder, in fact, was leveled to make way for a new 
living room. 

The well digger’s split stone structure — 
now almost 100 years old — has provided not only 
an intriguing foundation from which this family 
could grow, but also a concrete link with the 
Sierra Madre of the last century. 


A Friend at 97

proposed code change would 
affect only the status of fire 
zone 3 which presently has 
no stipulations regarding fire 
safe roofing. 

“Zones 1, 2 and 4 al¬ 
ready have existing rules,” 
he said. Zone 1 is the com¬ 
mercial district and 2 is the 
apartment district in mid¬ 
town. Zone 4 is the brush 
area primarily north of Grand¬ 
view although the boundary 
of the zone zig zags in and 
out. Zone 3 is the remainder 
of the town. 

Structures with class A 
roofs withstand severe fire 
exposure. They are one of 
the following: concrete, 
brick, tile, slate, metal sheets 
of copper or steel on non- 
combustible roof decks; two 
or more thicknesses of cement 
asbestos shingles; four-plus 
factory-assembled asphalt as¬ 
bestos felt sheets; two or more 
thicknesses of grit-surfaced 
organic felt shingles with spe¬ 
cial coatings; and two or 
more thicknesses of grit Sur¬ 
faced asphalt glass fiber mat. 

Class B roofs withstand 
moderate fire exposure, ac¬ 
cording to Mueller, and are 
not readily flammable or 
capable of communicating 
fire. They include metal sheets 
with underlay, one or more 
thicknesses of cement as¬ 
bestos shingles; three-ply, fac¬ 
tory-assembled asphalt as¬ 
bestos felt sheets; grit-sur¬ 
faced asphalt asbestos shingle 
felt; two or more thicknesses, 
of organic felt shingles witli 
special coatings; and one or 
more thicknesses of grit sur¬ 
faced asphalt glass fiber. 

In a further effort to al¬ 
leviate other problems with¬ 
in the city, Muller requested 
regulating parking and in 
some cases eliminating park¬ 
ing at Santa Anita Canyon 
Road within the city of Sierra 
Madre. 

He suggests that 11 posts 
be required, nine “No Park¬ 
ing Any Time” and two “No 
Parking 11 p.m. - 6 a.m.” 
Director of Public Works 
Tom Kirk estimates the total 
cost to be about $310 which 
does not include labor ($6.95 
sign, $18 for 8’ thinwall post 
and $3 concrete times 11), 
according to the memo to 
City Administrator James 
McRea. 

Mueller believes this pro¬ 
posal will reduce unlawful 
dumping at turnouts and will 
remove such problems as 
armed robbery, consumption 
of alcohol and drugs and 
lewd sexual conduct.
